gold boll citeuds throiigli four eumities, 
but uuill a rullruail Is built the John 
Diiy river I'roiu the Columbia the tniile iinJ 
buslui'ss of the ;,'olil liclils nuibt coinc lierv. 
The giilil reefs are found iu au lMl^l0^.sl^ 
slule dyke thai strelchen from tile iielgh- 
borhoiiil of the Seven Devils uu the Saake 
river toward the Soutliwe.st. This dyke 
Intcrcsccts the lihu' uunintaius, and i.s from 
throe to probably ten inlle.s wide. Ou the 
west of this dyke ib gruulte, and uu the 
Kaat are diorltcs aud syenites. Some tjold 
quartz has licen found In these older roeks, 
but not ejumgh to attract attention. But 
the (]uart!S' reefs In the slate belt are won- 
derfully rich, lu gold. In the beds iind bars 
of all the torrents, rlvnlcts and rlvera lu 
the country great quau cities of gold have 
been deposited by the erosion of these 
reefs, and as 1 have already written, the 
placer miner has been mining this gold for 
forty years. Hut It wiis only yesterday 
that quartz mining was begun. The re- 
sults so fiir are eminently satisfactory. 
There Is a veritable Klondike In Kastern 
Oregon where gold mining can be enrrled 
on under happier cnnilltlons than In any 
" iiiM- r(';:lnn of the glob«. 

Over In Grant county on the W(^lern 
slopes of the lUue mountains Is tin' Keil 
Hoy gold mine. Sonu' yt^ars ago Messrs. 
Tabor and fiodfrey, two of Oregon's pio- 
neers, took It into tueir hcniis to try their 
luck at cold mining, and tliey started oper- 
ations nt a place Kl\ty miles away from 
railroad transportation. Tliey began grind- 
ing out gold with a miserable jlm craek 
ailll, but tbe quartz was rich, aud they 
made a Uttie money. Then tbrey secured a 
b^ter mill 'and nonr tbey have twenty 
stamps running night and dax. Moreover, 
they have a cyanide plant nearly complet- 
ed for bandlhiK the tailings. The mill at 
the Red Itoy mine Is one of the most perfect 
T have seen. Mill and dynamos are 
operated with water p»rfer, and the water 
is brought thither from a considerable dis- 
tance in covered flumes. Mills, offlee 
buildings, boarding house and the work- 
men's cottages are models of comfort and 
■eatncfis, and I found that the mlir rs 
working awa.v dver near the head wa- 
ters of the John Day river were l>(>'ng 
fed and housed as comfortably as Jiny 
working mluers I have chanced to run 
across. Red Boy Is iiuleod a bus.v hive of 
Industry. It is a little sfttlement In "ue 
of the gorges of the Blue mountains, but 
this little settlemen l.s producing more 
wealth than many a Kansas county. Ta- 
.bor and .Godfrey derive princely incomes 
from the Red Boy gold mine, and several 
generations innst pass before these mines 
consc to pay golden tribute. 

The ore 'body In the lilast vein of the 
Red I!oy is fully twenty feet Wide, ami 
every pouml of this Is mined and inllleil. 

I saw till' miners Kloplng out twenty-dvi.' 
feet of ore in some places, and I was not 
.surprised to learn that the owners refuseil 
to sell the mine for a million dollars. In- 
deed I am more than Inidlned to rlnsslfy 
tin? Ited TSo.v among the ricliost mines of 
the coimtry. it has aijparenlly linnifnsi' 
ore bodies and an enornnnis ])rodnccive 
I'apaclly, which is only Um'ted liy milling 
facllllles. I'lic nre will averagi' abuut 
twenty (bdlars a ton. lint II can be mined 
and rallied for less than four dollars, so 
that It alfords a big margin of prnni. It 
Is no wonder that Manager Tabor Nhouhl 
be proud of his mine and of Its equip- 
ments; that be «hoilId cherish hopes of a 
great and prosperous ftttnre for It, ifor as- 
suredly It has Immense possibilities. 

Up Cracker 'Creek, a tributary of the 
I'osvder river. Is the North Pole group of 
mi^l.^.

Mr. Cotton, who wa 
charged by Mr. Martin with having 
made the alterations, is the editor and 
recognized owner of tlie Xews-Advor 
tisor. Will the News Advertiser an- 
swer tlie following <|uestioii: 

Did not Mr. Martui, in the prcsi'iicc 
and hearing of the late government 
caucus, say that ho charged Mr. Cotton 
with having forged the record? 

We will print any repiy which th 
News-Advertiser makes to this (juestion. 

No one will pretend that this is a matter 
that should not be investigated. What 
Mr. Martin said in his letter to Mr. Som 
lin was either true or false. lie said 
that Mr. Cotton had deliberately falsified 
the records of Uie Executive Council. 
This . statement has never been publicly 
■ denied, and our infovniation is that it 
was not denied at the caucus. 

It is not easy to eonceive of a' graver 
charge against a nieiuber of the govern 
nient. It was made by the .\ttorn<'y 
General of the province to the Premier 
. of .the province. If it were not for the 
gravity of the offence, one would almost 
regard this fact of itself as sufficient to 
prove that the charge was base<l on a 
.solid foundation. But all people arc 
naturally rtow to believe thct a sworn 
advisor of the Lieutenant-Governor 
would deliberately falsify tlie records, 
<'ven though another sworn advisor of 
tht^ Li(Hitenant-(iovernor publicly alleged 
that be bad done so. 

W'e are not e.xpres.sing any opinion as 
to Mr. Qottpn's guilt pr^innoRcncc. .The 
all-important fact' is' that' 'He has 'i-e- 
inaliiod silent under this grave cliarge for 
many weeks. The fact tluit hi' is so, 
utterly careless of his own reputation as 
to. allow himself to be branded with such 
■ accusation without 'denying it 



Mr. Cotton as unfit for the position he 
now occupies. How can be expect'pub- 
lic support while this grave . accusation 
remains unanswered? • ' . 

We submit to the Lteul.enant-Govemor 
that n duty rests upon him in this con- 
neetion. He cannot surely be ignorant 
of the fact that this charge has been 
made against Mr. Cotton. Surely Mr. 
Scmlin must have laid before him the 
correspondence betsvcen himself and Mr. 
Martin, and he must have r;;ad therein 
Llic accusation against Mr. Cotton. lias 
be ii.slicd -Mr. (>)tton for Jin explanation? 
Has that explanation been given, and it 
so, what is the nature of it ? The Lieu- 
tenant-Governor nwist surely appreciate 
the vital importance of keeping sacred 
thi! records of the Executive Council. 
Ue must realize that public confidence 
in the administration of affairs will be 
completely destroyed if the records of 
the government can be deliberately falsi- 
licd w ith impunity. He must kuow iJiat 
this conlidence will be very seriously 
sliakcii if such a charge mad<i against 
one 'if his sworn advisers remain.^ un- 
contradicted. He is responsible to the 
country fur the men with whom he sur- 
nmiiil^; himself. Is It true that his ad- 
visers arc men who will be (.Tuilty of de- 
liberate falsilication of public records or 
of condoning it in one of their col- 
ienguos? So jealous was he n year ago 
of the integrity of public documents to 
which his signattirc might be allixed that 
he cut. out certain blanks from a number 
of papers, because he did not know to 
what use they might he put. Now we 
have a ease where the deliberate falsifi- 
cation of a dociuueiil bearing his signa- 
ture or intended to be signed by him is 
cliargcd, and yet so far as tl»e public 
kuows he has neither asked nor received 
any explanation. We will not do him 
tiie injustice to suppose that he proposes 
to allow this matter to be unexiilained, 
or that he will allow liis advi.scrs to 
keei) the secret to themselves. The 
charge was made in the most public 
manner possible, and we are satisfied 
that the Lieutenant-Governor will insist 
that Llie refutation, if refutation be pos- 
sibli', the explanation, if tlie matter ad- 
mits of explanation, or the confession 
shall be ctiually public' We further say 
tliat in view of the fact that Mr. Martin 
made this charge, and that he is a mem- 
ber of the legislature, it becomes very 
important that the truth or falsity of the 
accusation -should be made known. If 
the accusation is false, Mr. Martin will 
ho utterly discredited oven among the 
few supportera who remain loyal to 
hiai. 

We confess to being utterly unable to 
comprehend how Mr. Seinlin can allow 
tlic matter to stand as it is, how he can 
retain Mr. Cotton in the government if 
the accusation is true, how he can allow 
him to remain a day under the accusa- 
tion, if it is false. AVe confess to being un- 
able to understand how the Lieutenant- 
Governor can take advice from a mem- 
ber of his Executive Council who stands 
charged with such a serious offence. Let 
us suppose the incident had transpired 
elsewhere. Let it lie supposed that one 
mciiiher of llic Laurier cabinet bad" pub- 
licly cliarged that another member of the 
cabinet had deliberately falsified the 
records. Will any one deny that in 
such an event, the Governor-General 
would insist uinm an ciimiH.v piddic 
denial? Does any one suppose that Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier would permit the matter 
to remain unexplained or uncontradict- 
ed? The other day we saw Sir Wilfrid 
repudiate witli indignation some state- 
ments attributed to him in a newsiiaper. 
Is it supposab'.i' tbat In? would lie for one 
instant under such a charge as Mr. 
.Martin has preferred against Mr. Cot- 
ton? it is not supposable, neitlicr ought 
it to be supposable in this province; but 
it is uiifortunately true that the minister 
in charge of the finances, the crown 
lands and the public works of British 
Columbia has been publicly charged by 
one of his colleagues with the deliberiite 
falsification of public records, and 
though no denial or explanation has been 
fdithcoming, this minister remains in 
ollice. 



be required to do is to look at the stat- 
ute book to find out if he is entitled to 
have it; or if men invest their money in 
a miuiii;; company, they ought to l)e able 
to learn from rciidiag the statute just 
what their rights are. In neither case 
ought it to be necessary to take into ac- 
count the whim of the goveriunent. Un- 
der the present regime the reverse is the 
tact. Therefore we claim that central- 
ization and patiTiial government must be 
understood as forming a leading fea ture 
of the policy of the administration. 

Ill the case of the Vancouver, -Victoria 
>fc Eastern Railway, a solemn agreement 
entered into between the goveriiiiieiit and 
privati! iiidividinils was repudiated, al- 
though it was shown that large sums of 
money had been expended under it. 
This was the first- instance on record in 
British Columbia where the legislature 
was asked to sanction an act ot repudia- 
tion, which is a special and unique fea- 
ture of the Scmlin policy. 

The late govcrnmi?nt, with the sanction 
of the legislature, committed the prov- 
ince to the opening ot the provnici! by 
railways, roads and trails. This policy 
was reversed by the present govi'rii- 
iiieut, and, so far as could bo done, the 
development of the country, was siun- 
marily arrested. The great plan for op- 
ening Interior British Columbia by thn 
railways trom the Coast was ovcrthrow 
'ind word was seift broadcast over Oaii- 
rtda that the people of this province did 
not believe in assisting railway const rue- 
lion. Hence, when application was 
maile at Ottawa for aid to the \'a li- 
ver, Victoria & Eastern Railway, it was 
rejected. 

At the instance of the govcruineiit, the 
legislature passed the Eight-hour Law, 
which has w-orked so much injury to 
Uritish Columbia that thi! growing in- 
vestment of capital here has been siim- 
niarily arrested. The London financial 
papers comment on this greatly to the 
disadvantage of the province. More rc- 
centl.v we have seen the leading organ of 
the government boldly endeavor to stir 
up strife among the people by an appeal 
to the workingnien against their employ- 
ers, and by falsely alleging that a con- 
spiracy exists on the part of certain cap- 
italists to drive white labor out of the 
province. 

We thus find in the record of the 
government acts of centralization, pa- 
ternalism, repudiation, moss-backisni and 
deinagoguer.v, and these five things may 
he t.rullifully said to be its policy, so 
far as can be judged fr<ini its legislation 
and a.dministratiou. If there is a single 
net on the part of Mr. Scmlin and his 
colleagties which shows them to be «iil- 
niated with the proper spirit of progress, 
we are uiiable to recall it.' If any can 
be suggested, we should like to know 
what It is.

THE GOVERN.MKNT POLICY. 

In a certain book on Ireland the chap- 
ter on snakes consisted of this single sen 
tciK-e: "There are no snakes in Ireland. 
S(j one might, disixisc of the pnlicy of ili 
Seniiin goveriunent by saying Ibat it ha 
none, but as its supporters talk about 
its policy, it muy be well to examine 
into a few of its acts in order to discov 
if po.ssible, the principle upon w-bich 
is carrying on the alTairs of the? prov- 
ince. 

One of the first acts of the government 
was to issue an order declaring that no 
aiiiilication for the purcliase of crown 
lands would be entertained, unless th 
aiiplicaiil specified the imrpose for which 
he desired to use it. Following closely 
on the heels of this came the much-dis- 
ciissoil order to coroners, whereby unpre- 
cedented restrictions were jdaced upoi 
the powers of these olllccs. Then canu 
the extraordinary inovision in tin; "I'la- 
cer Mining Act Amending xVct 1800," 
wliich practically gives the government 
control ot every joint stock company en 
gaged in placer or hydraulic- mining, with 
power to declare all tliidr rights forfeit 
1 at any time. Later came the refiisa' 
of the government to grant free miners' 
certificates to. Bpvera} corpora tipfjs.. for 
no assignable reason. We claim the true 
principle uiion which the statutes of a 
ouulry «bould be framed and the ad- 
ministration of its affairs should hi- 
carried on.- is that tliere,,Bhould be as 
little pbwdr' corice'ntriitcrf' ih the hands of 
tli(> government as possible, and that tlie 
should specify certain fixed rules 
applicable to all persons alike, so that no 
hance may be left for the exercise of 
favoritism. Thus, the hiws shoiUd direct

Cars Will Be Bun Right Down to the 
Outer Wharf— Gorge Road Line.

D.G. S. Quadra Returns From

Various reports have of l;ito licon cir- 
culated to the effect that the Vicloriaa, 
■when she takes her pluce on the I'ugot 
Sound-Victoria route, will not come in 
to the inner harbor, as did the Kingston, 
but will land instead at the outer whnrf. 
Nothing of the kind is coutojnpliUed bj 
the management of the Tessei. Mr. E. 
iB. Blackwood, the Victoria agent, when 
consulted on the matter yesterday, said 
the Victorian would come into the inner 
harbor, quite as regularly as the King 
ston ever did, and the occasions when 
she did not ivouid be iiuito exceptional, 
as, for instance, when an extremely un- 
favorable tide would be met. To ob- 
viate any possible diUlculty with the low 
water, the running schedule of the 
steamer will be chauged on or about 
October 1, and insteiul of arriving her" 
in the evening, as does the Tltoida at 
present, the Victoria will arrive ami de- 
part in the morning. This will give her 
the advantage of the highest tides dur- 
ing the winter season, whioli is llie re- 
verse of tlie present conditions, ami will 
also permit of better train connections 
than at present at Seattle. The Victor- 
liui draws little more water than tlu' 
Kingston did, as the improvements whicli 
have been made on her will lessen her 
draught considerably. The Victorian 
■will commence her regular service on 
Saptembor 1. • 



NEW LflGHTHOUSBS BUILDING. 

Site Cleared For the Bstablishment of 
a Small Light on Turn Point 

The Dominion government steamer 
Quadra, Capt. Wiilbran, returned from 
a northern cruise yesterday evening. 
Workmen and material were taken 
from Vancouver to Pointer Island, Fitz- 
hugh Sound, the southern entrance tu 
Lama Passage, where a new lighthouse 
is now building. A site is also being 
cleared for the osUiblishnient of a small 
light on Turn Point, the northern en- 
trance to the same passage from Sea- 
fortli Channel. These two lights will 
be exceedingly useful to all mariners 
engaged in the navgation of the northern 
coast. 

Chatham 
Sound, a site for a proposed new light- 
house was selected and then a return 
was immediately made southwards, to 
bold the ship in readiness to proceed to 
Vancouver, there to embark for a short 
cruise in these waters the Press Asso- 
ciation of Canada- dipt.

ALLEGED ILL TREATMENT. 

Sailors Desert Ship Drumbluir and Ac- 
cuse the Captain of Ill-treating 
a Man. 

Stories were in circulation on the water 
front yesterday of alleged 111 treatment 
of a sailor named John Brown by Cap- 
tain Davis, of the ship Drumbhiir. now 
discharging carga at the outer wharf. As 
told in yesterday's Colonist, the sailor 
died on the passage out from England, 
on July 3. He, with a number of oth- 
ers, were shipped just prior to the sailing 
of the ship from Liverpool, and a num- 
ber of shipmates assert that during the 
voyage ho was the object of mueh a huso, 
that he was sickly, ami was driven to 
work in a most heartless way. This 
is the story that caused a (.'olonist re- 
porter to make inquiries aboard from the 
ofllcers yesterday afternoon. Captain 
Davis was not on board, but FirHt Mate 
Parry, wlien seen, pronounced the stories 
as tales told by five sailors wlio cles(>rted 
soon after the shiii landi'd. niid as not 
true. The sailor, hi' said, was never 
abused l)y either himself or the Cap- 
Iain. Tiiey hail treated liiai well, hut 
Itrown's conii)anions had not been so 
kind, and time ;\ml agiiin the ollieer in- 
terfered at the Caiitain's orders to pro- 
tect the poor fellow. Thi' Caiitniii. to(]. 
liad s.iid very little in a itos'; ^vay to tin- 
man, but on the other hand hail given 
him change after change of <'lolliing. .Mr. 
Parry stiys further that Kruwii was 
nursiMl like an itifant, the sleuard Imv- 
ing fre(|nently made dainty dishes for 
him. lie describes Hrown as liaving been 
a very low l.vpe of man, and tlmse whom 
he was with, and who deserted the shii), 
as being the worst he had ever come in 
contact with. Coming out from Eng- 
liiiul. he says, they brojiidieil the ship's 
cargo. .Superintendent lliissey, of the 
I)rovincial i)oIice, said last evening he 
liad he.ird some of the stories, which 
liavi> been current since the Drumblair's 
arrival, and will have his incn investi- 
gate them, but he has no reason to be- 
lieve thej are true. 



LAWLESSNESS IN NICOLA. 

Sir: Your readers are no doubt well 
used to reading letters from people who 
have real or fancied grievances to air, 
l)at I think in this case you will agree 
with mo that the inhabitants of the 
Nicola district have a real and seriotis 
grievance against the authorities who 
iire responsible for the proper carrying 
out of Uie statutes for the suppression 
of lawlessness and giving or selling 
li{liior to Indians. 

The facts are these: Owing to the 
increase of population in the Nicola dis- 
trict, the last government appointed a 
constable at Nicola Lake, with a salary 
of some ;?70l) per annum. During the 
three ycirs of liis tippointment the laws 
were well enforced, tiinl all liquor cases 
were thoroughly investigated, so that 
law-breakers found the district too hot 
to hold them. 

The Hon. .1. Martin, then attorney- 
general, thought fit to cancel Mr._ Gillies' 
appointment last wintiT. I believe the 
aiisnrd reason given was retrenchment 
in gDVeriiinenI e.xiKMuliture. 

If the authorities had taken the 
troiibU' to investigate the matter, they 
would have found that the lines alone 
almost equalled the constable's salary, 
and the thortjugh manner in which the 
|inll ta.x was ci}llected (which would 
otherwise have been lost to the govern- 
ment) (juite equalled it. 

The present condition of affairs is de- 
plorable. Drunken Indians are to be 
met with everywhere, and it is a very 
common occurrence? for an Indian to 
pull out a bottle of liquor and offer you 
a drink, saying with an oath: " Nika 
halo sc!ire; halo policeman stop." 

The nearest constable is at Kamloops, 
,s(une GO miles away, and the appoint- 
nt of a special constable does not 
work satisfactorily; they have not the 
same interest in the work, and often a 
man cannot be procured at o moment's 
notice. It is only a short time ago that 
a drunken white man lay all day near 
the gate of a prominent Nicola resident, 
^ritb 11 loaded rlBc, .uttering threats 
against the lives of several people- 
Nothing was done, as usual. Several 
other instances could be cite<l, if neces- 
sary. 

What wo want is a mounted patrol- 
ii^an, who is a constable only, who has 
no other duties to perform than that of 
policeman. 

Why should this state of affairs exist? 
There is widespread indignation among 
.Nicola residents at the action of the 
present government, which will be re- 
membered by us at the next eWction,

Su 
were its uses in Indhi and ICgyiit, even 
beyond the middle ages, and occult litj'r 
atnre contains specifications for making 
the same sort of apparatus, written by 
Nostradamus, ph.vsieinn and astrologer 
to ("atberine de Medici, Henry II., and 
Charles IX 

This mirror has generally been em- 
ployed merely as a means of entertain 
nient. Many men have played with it 
without serious anticipations. It was in 
this spirit that Thomas IT. Caswell, sov 
eroign griiiul commander of the Scoftsh 
Rite of Free Masons — the man that now 
holds the chair of the great Albert Pike 
— sought one of these solitary scenes.

'I'he pro- 
cess of rcfriKeraliuK has readied such 
perfection that the difference is scarcely 
noticed now lietween that of frozen and 
fresh iiu'ats. Uabliits,- Uangiiroo tails 
and oth("r delicacies will also be placed 
no the market here at prices within the 
reach of all. 

In fruits the coiiipauy antici])ale juit- 
liii^' liauanas. prunes and other irojiical 
fruits on the Victoria inarket at half 
the prices hitherto charged. It is an 
established fact that the only leather 
th.Tt is proof against the water in the 
JS'orthwest Territories is the kangaroo, 
and there being many imiuiries for it, 
tJie company intend intrnducing it here in 
Tnrgi' qnantities.

British Oolumbia are the .Vustrnlian 
colonies, the e.\port return.s for the la.st 
twelve months being in the noighhorliood 
24,<)0O,00O feet and the last advices from 
Australia show the mttrket very firm and 
the demand greater than the supply. 
The company intend establishing an 
areiicy in S.vdney for making contracts 
and receiving orders for full shipments, 
returning with Australian hardwood, for 
which there Is a ready market here. 

The title of the new enterprise is " Tho 
ISriUsh Columbia Frozen Food and 
K-vport Company," and has been initiat- 
ed by Mr. E. Davis, who was all through 
the Australasian colonies about twelve 
months ago. Mr. Davis says tliat a 
year or two ago the groat majority of 
the goods that were slui>|)ed from here 
to Australia by the sTeanu'rs came here 
from tho United States, but now the con- 
dition of alTairs is practically reversed, 
and to-(iay the very lar^-e part are 
Canadian prmiiicts or .Ire manufactured 
in the Dominion— that is, referring to 
machinery. There is n() reason why a 
large and lucrative trade -should not be 
worked up between the two colonies. 
Several proiiiiueiit Inisiness men of this 
city have taken a deei> interest in the 
scheme and will give it their hearty suti- 
port

Though British Were in Actual Posses- 
sion. They Agreed to Arbitrate 
and Thus Lost.

The interpretation of the treaty seems 
to he pre-eminently a matter for iirhilra- 
tioii. In a precisi'ly similar (■nse, the 
iiuestioii wlio slionid own llii' island of 
San .Itnm de Fupj'. in the San ,Iuaii de 
I'uca straits. Great Hritain, actiiiK' on 
hehair of Canada. Ihcn tlie iicliial pos- 
sessor of the island, was willing l" suli- 
inil the matter to the arliil rat ion of the 
(ierman lOmp-ror. lOvcrylhing dciiemled 
upon the iiitei |in>lalion >vf a treaty, as in 
Ihi' jireseut iuslaace. The decision went 
a^'aillst us, hut we loyally acceiited it. 
Vet to-ilay the United States declines to 
iirhilrale 'upon the Alaskan frontier, 
simply because the political pressure 
brought to bear in the Pacific slates is 
so strong that the rresidcnl fears his re- 
(^lection Plight be endangered if he look 
Ihi' jusl course. 

We would not be misuiidersi ooil. 
Canada asks for no <'oncessions from 
Ihc I'liited States, but for what she 
cousidiirs to he her f)wn by riKlit. She 
is so coiilidcnl of he" case - ;ind the 
treaty, on the face of it, seems lo sup- 
|)ort her contentions— that she is ready 
to go before any interiiiif ional tribunal 
aiui obtain a decision as to whether or 
not the treaty means wluit she asserts 
il does. "Ueciprocal I'imcessioiis" :ire 
l;'lkcd of, but why should ("aaaila ))ay 
a liiL'h jirici' for what seems lo be her 
ownV Wheiiev."' the I'liiteil States 
has proposed arbitration to lOugland 
on auv dispute.
